CREWKERNE Town Council and local volunteers 
have launched a visual image of their plans to brighten 
up the entrance to the town’s main car park in South 
Street.

A new design and planting scheme has been drawn 
up by Katherine Crouch, BBC Gardener of the Year 
1999, BBC Gardener of the Decade 2008 and joint 
winner of a gold medal at this year’s Chelsea Flower 
show. She will oversee the work to ensure the finished 
result is something which is easy to maintain and of 
which Crewkerne can be proud of for many years to 
come. 

Councillor Angie Singleton, who together with 
Teresa Bond, is leading this project, said: “This is an 
ambitious project but with the help of the local com¬ 
munity we are confident that work can commence in 
the autumn.

only reached councillors 
on the night of the meet¬ 
ing.

Market to return? 

TALKS are still in progress to bring about the return of the 
market in Crewkerne's Market Square. 

One of the final issues to be resolved was the relocation 
of the bus stop outside the Kings Arms and, in her report 
to the Town Council's Amenities Committee, Councillor 
Angie Singleton said everything else was now in place 
now. 

She said at a recent meeting with John Perrot, the county 
council officer responsible for bus stops, he was very help¬ 
ful and optimistic that a temporary stop by the estate 
agents on the corner of Church Street would be possible. 

Also, due to the alignment of the pavement at that point 
and the dropped kerbs not marrying up correctly, they 
could source funding from Waitrose to realign the end of 
the paved area and assist pedestrians. 

Once this has been resolved, the market traders will be 
contacted and the town council will take over control of 
the running of the market, currently under district council 
control. 

Deputy clerk Annette Roffey explained that moving the 
bus stop would mean the buses would then have to go up 
North Street and up past Wadham School and back down 
East Street, as they currently do during the annual Christ¬ 
mas lights and French market road closures, because the 
turn around the mini roundabout would be too tight.

He added: “All of us 
who knew the benefactor 
of the land are disap¬ 
pointed that the church 
isn’t taking into account 
his wishes that the land 
wasn’t built on. However, 
if they are going to build 
we hope they take into ac¬ 
count where the land is 
and a decision is taken for 
a more appropriate devel¬ 
opment of smaller proper¬ 
ties.” 

In a statement on South 
Somerset District Coun¬ 
cil’s website Mr and Mrs 
Popham, the owners of 67 
North Street, said that Mr 
Isaacs had told them he 
wanted the land preserved 
and did not want buildings 
or vehicles using it. 

They had also previously 
requested permission to 


park on the land and been 
refused by Mr Isaacs. Mr 
and Mrs Popham pointed 
out that this was contrary 
to the planning design 
statement, which said the 
land had been regularly 
used for parking. 

Other neighbours also re¬ 
ferred to conversations 
with Mr Isaacs regarding 
his wishes for the land to 
remain a nature area and 
their being a possibility of 
a covenant in his will to 
the fact. 

A spokesperson for the 
church said: “The applica¬ 
tion has been withdrawn 
so that further considera¬ 
tion can be given to the 
form of development on 
the site. There is no 
covenant restricting devel¬ 
opment on the land.”

Call for witnesses 
after fatal accident 

WITNESSES are being sought following fatal road 
traffic collision near Martock. 

Police are appealing for information and wit¬ 
nesses following the collision, which took place 
at about 10.20pm on Sunday, May 26th. 

A 21 -year-old motorcyclist was travelling along 
Stapleton Cross when he drifted across the road 
and collided with a hedge and a road sign. 

The Suzuki rider was taken to Yeovil District 
Hospital where he died as a result of his injuries. 

Officers are now working to find out exactly 
what happened and would like to speak to any¬ 
one who witnessed this collision or the motorcy¬ 
clist prior to this by calling 101. 

Sports centre demolition 
delayed by six months 

SOUTH Somerset District Council has granted 
permission for a six-month delay in demolishing 
the old sports club and changing rooms in 
Crewkerne. 

Former town councillor Peter Chard brought 
the matter up at the public forum of the Ameni¬ 
ties Committee, reminding councillors that it was 
in the planning application for the George 
Reynolds Centre that the buildings should be de¬ 
molished six months after the new building went 
up. 

The reason for the delay was given as bad 
weather earlier in the year making it impossible 
for large machinery to be brought on the site, but 
Mr Chard said the conditions had improved 
enough and the money was in place, add that 
"there was no excuse" not to go ahead. 

He also suggested the children's play area be 
closed during the work due to a possible risk 
from asbestos material in the roofing. 

Councillor Angie Singleton pointed out that, as 
a former councillor, Mr Chard should be well 
aware that asbestos had to be handled by profes¬ 
sionals and Councillor Neil Sturtivant said not 
only would a thorough risk assessment have to 
be done by the company involved, but that they 
would completely seal the material before re¬ 
moval from the site.

Flowers and nursery rhymes

At the village hall, where homemade refreshments were 
available, there was a spinning demonstration by Willow 
Iredale, a carpenter by trade who has always knitted and 
learned spinning through the Somerset Guild. She was 
using bamboo fibre as well as the more traditional 


fleeces. She said her spinning wheel was always a good 
draw for families, the women wanting to know what she 
was making, the men interested in the mechanics of the 
wheel and the children mesmerised by the bobbin. 

Focal arts and crafts were on display and artist Geral¬ 
dine Wills was painting portraits for donations. 

Together with a skittle match and barbecue it was a 
weekend of family fun and relaxation with a lot of hard 
work behind it. 

All money raised from the events will be divided be¬ 
tween the church, village hall and local arts class.

Council grants available 
for flood defence schemes 


LOCAL flood defences will be 
strengthened by a £200,000 grant 
fund set up by Somerset County 
Council to further protect homes and 
businesses. 

It is aimed at small scale schemes, 
such as clearing ditches and building 
earthworks, which will keep rising 
surface water away from roads and 
houses during heavy rainfall. 

Deputy Leader of Somerset 
County Council, David Hall, said: 
“These grants will help protect 
homes and businesses from the im¬ 
pact of flooding. The county council 
already makes a significant financial 
contribution towards flood and water 


management, however, in light of 
last year’s floods we recognised local 
grants as a way to help the people of 
Somerset even more. 

“We hope this fund will attract ap¬ 
plications to address known local 
problem areas and make a lasting 
difference to the amount of flooding 
on people’s doorsteps.” 

Applications are now being wel¬ 
comed for this new grant scheme. 
The council will pay for part or all of 
the planned works, providing the 
jobs are completed by the end of 
March. Applications are welcome 
until the deadline of July 26th. 

Priority will be given to jobs for 


which the organisers have additional 
funding, have made a commitment to 
maintaining the defences or would 
be improvements to land which has 
been neglected because no one is 
certain who owns it. 

Town and parish councils will 
process and endorse applications be¬ 
fore passing to SCC. Anyone may 
apply, but must have written support 
from their local council.

The Albion Band to headline Lyme 
Folk Weekend's Saturday night 


SATURDAY night at Lyme Folk Weekend is party night, 
and what better way to party than in the company of 
one of Britain's foremost electric folk bands. 

The Albion Band is a name that has been at the heart 
of the English folk scene for four decades, but there is 
nothing old or fusty about the current incarnation, who 
will be headlining Lyme's inaugural folk festival on Sat¬ 
urday August 31. They will round off a fabulous night 
at the Marine Theatre, which also features Radio 2 Folk 
Award winner Jackie Oates and brilliant new fusion 
band Ducie. 

Ever since Fairport Convention and Steeleye Span 
founder and folk legend Ashley Hutchings conceived 
the Albion Band project in 1971, it has been more of a 
concept than an actual band. Members have come and 
gone, drifting in and out of the line-up over the years, 
including some of British folk music's biggest start, from 
guitar legend Richard Thompson and fellow Fairport 
founder Simon Nicol, to Steeleye's Maddy Prior and 
Show of Hands stalwart Phil Beer. 

Now after four decades at the top of the genre, and 
with folk music once again experiencing a huge up¬ 
surge in appeal among the young as it did in Hutchings' 
own day, the founding father has finally decided to take 
a back seat and hand the baton to the next generation. 

Breathing fresh, exciting new life into the band is 
Hutchings' son, the singer and guitarist Blair Dunlop, 
winner of this year's Hori¬ 
zon Award for best new¬ 
comer at the Radio 2 Folk 
Awards. 

As well as forging a 
huge reputation for him¬ 
self as a solo artist, Dun¬ 
lop is spearheading the 
revival of the Albion 
Band, along with other 
members from a range of 
backgrounds reflecting 
the history of the band. 
Lining up with Dunlop 
are Folk Award nominee 
Katriona Gilmore (violin 


and vocals), Tom Wright (drums), Tim Yates (bass) and 
BenTrott (guitar). 

Their first studio album, Vice of the People, received 
widespread acclaim, with Bright Young Folk website de¬ 
claring: 'Folk rock is alive and most definitely kicking!' 

Q Magazine said: 'Dunlop's writing, singing and stag¬ 
gering guitar are never overshadowed. He is a vital 
bridge between Brit folk's first and latest flowerings.' 

But the Albion Band are not the only top act gracing 
the Marine Theatre stage for Lyme Folk Weekend's big 
Saturday night. Jackie Oates has recently enjoyed major 
success with her Lullabies project, and she brings her 
unique treatment of English ballads and songs, and the 
pure, haunting singing style that has established her 
firmly at the forefront of the new English folk revival. 

And the Saturday evening session kicks off with one 
of the first festival performances from fiery new 
acoustic outfit Ducie. 

Fronted by Andrew Dinan, best known as a member 
of the Bad Sheperds along with comedian Ade Ed¬ 
mondson, Ducie mix traditional and contemporary 
styles from across the world. Their exuberant perfor- 
mences combine Celtic influences, Afro-Cuban and 
Brazillian rhythms with funk, reggae, flamenco and 
blues in a vibrant blend of genres. 

Get ready, Lyme, it's going to be one hell of a night.

CONGRATULATIONS to Crystal Palace for 
striking a blow for British football by 
winning a place in next year's Premier¬ 
ship League! 

Their team including just three over¬ 
seas players, none of them loanees, beat 
a Watford side stuffed with on loan play¬ 
ers, the majority from Italian club Udi- 
nese. 

How can this be good for British foot¬ 
ball? 

Those of you who have read my col¬ 
umn before will know that I am a big be¬ 
liever in restricting overseas players; and 
I mean those from EU countries, al¬ 
though I accept that currently this is im¬ 
possible; that can be allowed to play in 
the Football League, as this limits the 
number of opportunities for young 
British talent to develop. 

My suggestion is to limit the number 


to three overseas players on the field of 
play at any one time which would make 
clubs think twice before signing so 
many foreign players, many of whom do 
not make the grade. 

They either find new employment in 
another country or worse, slip down the 
Football League pyramid and block an¬ 
other British players chances of pro¬ 
gressing. 

The Watford situation however is 
ridiculous. 

Eleven of the squad of 18 were foreign 
imports, all of who played part of the 
match, and an incredible NINE of those 
were loanees! That just takes the biscuit! 

I am not fully au fait with loanee rules 
in respect of Championship teams, but 
they had thirteen players on a season 
long loan, nine from Udinese!That can't 
be right can it? 


Or if so, who writes these rules allow¬ 
ing such an influx of second-rate players 
who because they can't get into their 
first team are farmed out to us. 

The story goes full circle of course for 
whilst they are stopping a British player 
coming through, the foreign players are 
gaining experience at our expense, play¬ 
ing in our league and playing our style 
of football; perhaps one day playing 
against our national teams. 

Come on FA wake up before it's too 
late!

Ling wins 10th 
Laser Open 

JOHN Ling added his name to the Sutton Bingham Sailing 
Club's Laser Open Trophy for an amazing tenth time recently. 

The former national Laser Class Chairman from Bartley Sail¬ 
ing Club in the Midlands notched up his first victory in the 
event back in 1998 (writes Mike Riley). 

The event brought together sailors from the south coast 
and Wessex regions for a joint Grand Prix series competition, 
which attracted sailors from as far afield as West Sussex. Sun¬ 
day was an auspicious occasion for Yeovil Town FC, who tri¬ 
umphed at Wembley in the play-offs and the exodus from 
the town had an impact on participation by local club mem¬ 
bers, who were outnumbered by the visitors. 

A light and fickle wind in the morning made for a challeng¬ 
ing race, with much place changing as the 3-5mph breeze 
filled in from different directions and evaporated just as 
quickly. 

Sailors competed in two divisions; the Laser Standard and 
Laser Radial; which has a smaller sail with a different sail cut, 
designed for lighter helms. 

After lunch the breeze strengthened to 5-8mph enabling 
sailors to straighten their legs and hike rather than adopting 
uncomfortable positions in the centre of their boats and two 
further races were sailed back-to-back. 

After two races the Laser Standard event was wide open 
with Ling and Ian Morgan from Southampton sharing 3 
points apiece after a first and second place finish each.

Ling put in a strong performance in the final race of the 
day to win the Standards and the trophy for overall winner 
from the two fleets, which was calculated on handicap.

Alan Chinn, including first junior competitor which went to 
Emily White, who finished fourth in the Radials. 

In accepting the perpetual trophy, Ling complimented race 
officer, Adrian Neal on good race management under diffi¬ 
cult conditions.
